As will be seen by reference to the Secretary's report the 
expenses for the past two vears have exceeded the appropria- 
tion of $75.000.00 made by the last Legislative Assembly. and 
the $3,836 41 received from private patients and sale of per- 
sonal property the sum of $8, 620 25 

Of this amount we have been compelled to pay in interest 
the sum of 35.278.983. and improvement. we deemed it abso- 
lutely necessary to make have cost as follows: 

Root and Implement House 31.208 63, Morgue $354 44; 
Fire Ladder, to enable the patients to escape in the event of fire 
$191 00 We direct your attention also to the fact that the 
November bills for 1893 amounting in all to $1,908 35 were 
not incladed in the biennial report for 1893 and have been paid 
by us and are included in our report. 


LAND 


We have been enabled to secure nineteen and one-half acres 
of pasture and meadow land immediately adjoining the Asylum 
farm on the north at a cost of $1.789 45. Efforts have bereto- 
fore been made to purchase this land for the institution but it 
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has been held at a price considered entirely unreasonable until 
in February, 1895, we were fortunate in obtaining it at the price 
above stated, which, in our judgment, is a very low figure. 

Of the improvements we have made, the most important 1s 
the change in the Upper East Union Canal, at the rear of the 
building. at a cost of $1,558.29). which was contracted for and 
the work partially done by our predecessors. This work was 
not estimated for when the last appropriation was made. 


REMOVAL OF IMBECILES 


We early learned that there were a number of imbecile and 
idiotic patients in the Asylum who were not entitled to the ben- 
efits of the institution under the law. Realizing that with the lim- 
ited appropriation the strictest economy was absolutely necessary. 
and after a careful investigation into the condition of all the pa- 
tients we gave notice to the Probate Judges of several of the coun- 
ties that it had become necessary to remove such of the patients 
as were not under the law entitled to the benefit» ofthe A-vlum, 
and requested said Judges to appear before us and show cause, 
if any they had. why such patients should not he removed. 
Representatives of all the counties thus notified appeared before 
ns. and a fall review of all the facts with them resulted in the 
removal of fourteen imbeciles «nd idiots. In à number of in- 
stances the counties requested that the patients be permitted to 
remain temporarily in the Asylum at the expense of the coun- 
ties. This request was granted and there are still a number ot 
said patients in the institution for whose care and treatment the 
counties from which they came are paving $4.00 per week, 
Our action in this matter has resulted lu a saving to the Te1ri- 
tory of about $56.00 per week since June 1895. 


INDIGENT PATIENTS. 


Upon investigation we have obtained information to our 
satisfaction that there are a number of patients in the Asylum, 
committed asjudigent who, as Ὁ matter of facty own property 
in their own right or are heirs to estates now being probated 
or have relatives amply able to meet the expense of their care

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and maintenance, but we have failed to find any provision of 
law by which we coald do otherwise then maintain them as 
wards of the Territory.

Superintendent-of the Territorial Insane Asylum, my tenth an- 
nual report of its operations This report 15 for the fiscal year, 
ending November 30, 1894, 1t is accompanied by statements in 
tabular form, of the movements of patients, receipts, disburse- - 
ments, and expenses of the care and treatment account.

As shown in the above summary, the increase ım the per- 
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manent population of the Asylum for the year, is 20; patients 
admitted, 64; died 14. The average daily attendance of pa- 
tients, 201 1-6; average cost of care and treatment was a frac- 
tion less than forty-four cenis (44 c.) per diem per capitu, a 
considerable deerease from the cost of preceeding years. (See 
Table No. 4.) 

The actual cash expenditure for care and treatment ac- 
count, for the fiscal year has been $32,241.62. (See Table 
No. 11.) 

The discharges during the year have been 30, or a fraction 
less than forty-seven per cent. as against the number admitted, 
four patients were returned. by order of the Board, to the 
counties from whence they were committed, they not being 
lawfully entitled to the benefits of the Asylum. - 

The number of deaths during the fiscal year, has been 14; 
8 males and 6 females, the youngest 29 years of age and the 
oldest 83; of the 14 deceased, 4 were between the age of 29 and 
40; 4 hetween 40 and 50; 2 between 50 and 70; 4 between 70 
and 83. 

Cause of death in three was old age and senile decay; 4 
were from cerebral paralysis; 8 from general debility; 2 from 
exhaustion of mania; 1 status epilepticus; I acute phthisis. 
(See Table 1.) 

The general health of the inmates of the Asylum has been 
good, there has been but little sickness of a serious nature, 
aside from such as ure incidental to cerebral diseases. The 
death rate has been low considering that a large number of 
those committed here have been the aged, senile dements, epil- 
eptics, and those broken down physically and mentally, by dis- 
ease, for whom there could be no hope of recovery. 

During the past year, an average of 21 per cent. of the 
male patients have been employed in some form of work about 
the building and upon the farm; of the female patients 23 per 
cent. have been employed in some form of work in the wards, 
laundry, dining rooms and kitchen, and in sewing and knitting. 
(See Tables No. 5 and 6.) 
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That various depaitments of the Asylum have been admin- 
istered with the closest economy, compatable with efficiency 
A review of the statements appended will give the details. 

The farm has been. more than usual. a gieat satisfaction 
trom the amount of fresh vegetables and fruits, produced by it, 
through the spring and summer months, not only for immedi- 
ate consumption, but also for the abundant supply furmshed to 
be stored for winter use. 

The dairy, also, makes a good showing by its production 
of milk and butter, the bulanve of the credit of these two de- 
partments after deducting all of the costs of operating them. 
amounts for the past vear, to 58.098 08, or, to credit of dairy 
$634.96; and to credit of farm $2,992.12. (See Table- No. 2. 
7 and 8.) 

The cost of operating the electric light plant foi tbe past 
year has been $2,618 92, a fraction over one cent per h ur, 
per lamp, of 16 candle power, operating 200 lamps, 1.250 
hours, (See Table No 14.) 

We have made a number of changes in onr heating and 
ventilating apparatus, with a view of increasing its efficiency, 
and decreasing the expense of running the same After two win- 
ters’ experience with this system, there cun be no doubt of its 
efficiency, but the fact that the apparatus was not placed in 
proper position. to obtain the most satisfactory results, at a 
minimum of expense, becomes all the time more apparent The 
fans, with their engines, and the heating battery are too far 
from the boilers where the steam 15 generated to operate them, 
the loss from radiation, and condensation in the pipes is guarded 
against as fully as possible by the use of asbestos coverings; 
still, the loss from this source 18 a considerable amount. We 
cannot hope to reduce our fuel bill much, from its present 
large figures, while these conditions exist 

The water supply for the Asylum has been per oe satis- 
factory and ample for every purpose. 

We have added to our fire apparatus an extension tire 
ladder, that can be manipulated by four men, and whereby any

window in the Asylum can be reached quickly, should the « ocea- 
sion ever arise that it is needed. 

The permanent improvements and additions made during 
the year, by order of the board, consists of a root cellar and im- 
plement house combined, the basement built of rock, walls 2 
feet thick, 12 feet high, the upper part of the structure built of 
brick (12 inch walls). This floor is for implements and machinery 
belonging to the furm, large lofts for storing oat straw for mat- 
tresses for patients beds. The building is 24 by 64 feet vutside. 
this improvement has heen long needed, and will be the means 
of saving from loss, by frost, a large amount of vegetables every 
winter. The total cost of this structure was $1,195.22, of the 
labor entering into its construction, the Asylum inmutes and 
employees furmshed $162.00. 

A neat. two roomed, brick building was also erected for 
use as a morgue, this building 12 by 26 feet, with high ceil- 
ings, cement floors and bases, and special provisions for ventila- 
tion, is well adapted for the purpose for which it was built 
The entire cost of this structure was 3354.44, of this amount 
$41.00 was furnished by the Asylum in labor, ete. 

It became necessary last winter to make considerable τε- 
pairs upon the horse barn, to keep the same from collapsing, 
and to protect out animals from the rain and melting snow. We 
were obliged to put a new roof upon the north side, also intro- 
duce large timbers and braces throughout the structure, the 
cost of material was $96.08, the labor part amounting to 
$60.00 was furnished by Asylum inmates and employees. 
Total cost of repairs to horse barn $156.08. 

The excavations and removal of gravel and the digging of 
the canal cut-off, in the rear of the Asylum, caused the water 
main from Oak Springs to be exposed, and necessitated the tak- 
ing up, and relaying the same «ta sufficient depth to protect 
them from frost, and to place them in such a position that fu- 
ture operations, about the Asylum grounds. would not be 
likely to interfere with these pipes for some time to come, all of 
this required a considerable amount of labor, and some additional 
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pipe and fittings, the cost of the’ pipe and fittings was $132.08, 
the labor of lifting the pipe, digging trenches, and relaying the 
pipe again, was furnished by the Asylum employees and ın- 
mates, and amounted to $300 80 The total cost ot the chang- 
ing and relaying Oak Sprmgs mains was $332 28. 

The entire cost of the above named permanent improve- 
ments was $2,038.12, of this amount the Asylum furnished 
labor, by its inmates, and employees, to the amount of $463.30 

1 wish to call the attention of the board to the delapidated 
condition of our present ice house, and its madequate capacity 
tor the storage of sufficient ice for our needs, the building was 
sufficiently large for the needs of the Asylum when it was con- 
structed several yeasts ago It is now entirely too small. * the 
lumber contained in itis rotten, and but little οἱ it could be 
used to enter mto the construction of any other building. Any 
monies expended upon it for repairs would virtually be 
wasted. Itherefore ask the board to favorably consider the mat- 


ter of constructing another ice house of sufficient capacity, and | 


located more favorably than the present one Oui stock of ice 
became exhausted this summer, before the hot weather was 
gone. To store sufficient for next summer's use, we shall be 
obliged to construct some temporary place of storage. in con- 
nection with our present ice house 

I would also. respectfully, call the attention of the board 
to the necessity of taking some action, looking toward the 
opening of the streets upon the west line of the Asylum pro- 
perty, to connect with the streets to the north and south of the 
Asylum. if these streets were opened, it would put astop to the 
travelt: 1 sf teams aud pedestrians through the Asylum grounds, 
by removiag both the need and excuse. At present, this travel 
is an unmitigated nuisance, and positive detriment to the in- 
mates of the Asylum, and a constant source of annoyance to 
the management Of all places, the grounds of an Asylum for 
tbe insane should be the most private, and absolutely free from 
the intrusion of the morbidly curious, and devoted exclusively 


to the uses of the inmates. 
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As Medical Superintendent, I have received, and col- 
lected, from different parties, and various sources, the sum of 
$1,641.65. This bas been paid into-the Treasury of the Asylum, 
and the Treasurer's receipt taken therefor. (See Table No 13.) 

We are carrying upon our books a number of accounts 
that are uncollectable and outlawed, I would ask the Board to 
authorize some manner of disposal of the same, they have been 
carried over from year to year, encumbering the books, and fig- 
uring in assets, when in reality they are practically worthless. 

1 wish to offer to the Board of Directors my sincerest 
thanks for the wise counsel, and steadfast support, accorded to 
me, by them, in the administration of the affairs of the Asylum.

The increase in the permanent population of the Asylum 
during the past year has onJy been eight. Patients admitted, 
sixty-one; died, fifteen; discharged, thirty-eight; the average 
daily attendance of patients has been two hundred and fourteen, 
the average cost of care and treatment, per capita, per diem lias 
been thirty-eight and one-half cents (884c.) (See Table No 4) 
This is the actual cash expense to the Territory for the care 
and treatment account. It is considerably lower than for any 
previous year; the increased number of patients treated, the de- 
creased cost of supplies, the increased yield fiom farm, garden, 
orchard and dairy, and the practice of strict economy have αἰ] 
been factors in bringing about this reduction. 

The patients discharged during the year, number thirty- 
eight, or sixty-two and a fraction per cent (62 29-100 per cent.) 
as against the number admitted. . 

The deaths have numbered fifteen, thirteen males, two 
females; the youngest of these was twenty-seven years of age, 
an imbecile from childhood; the oldest was eighty years of age 
and was the first person admitted as a patient to this Asylum, 
having been an inmate since July 20, 1885. One other of the 
deceased was admitted July 30, 1885; three others were ad- 
mitted in 1887. Three only of the deceased were admitted dur- 
ing the past year. 

One patient admitted December 15, 1894, died on the 24th 
of the same month, nine days after admission, he was dying 
from exhaustion when received into the Asylum. 

The causes of death, in two, was old age and general debil. 
ity; in three, general debility; six were from cerebral diseuse, 
the result of syphilis; two, epileptic fits or the status epilepti 
cus; one died from inanition from disease of stomach, chronic 
in character, and one from paralysis (cerebral.) (See Table 1.) 

The sanitary condition of the Asylum buildings, and the 
general bodily health of the patients has heen good, there has 
been no epidemic or contagious sickness of any kind during the 
year. 

The policy of keeping as many of the patients employed, 
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with some kind of labor, bas been carried out whenever possible, 
as a measure of treatment About twenty-one per cent of all 
the patients have been employed during the yeai, and their 
labor utilized to the best possible advantage ot the Asylum. 
We realize that it is of more profit to the patients than to the 
Asylum. (See Tables No 5 and 6.) - 

The farm, garden, orchard and dairy, bave produced a 
large amount of fresh vegetables, fruits, butter and milk, etc; 
and the returns from these departments have been very satis- 
factory, notwithstanding that some of the vegetable crop wa» 
almost a failure this year. we have had an abundance and 
stored sufficient to lust until anoth à season. The farm has also 
produced a large amount of roots for the cattle, and also a suf- 
ficient quantity of hay to provide for all of the Asylum stock. 
the year round, the additional hay and pasture land. purchased 
by the Board this year, will ensure bay and pasture for all of 
the Asylum stock for some years tocome (See Table No 2, 7 
and 8 for Farm und Dairy productions and Expenses.) The 
balance to the credit of the farm and dany for the year, after 
deducting all the expenses of running the same, is $9,147.29. 
crediting them with all of their products at market rates (See 
Tables No 2. 7 and 8.) 

Cost of operating tho electric light plant for the past year 
has been fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500 00.) estimated. Es- 
timating for 200 Jamps of sixteen candle power. 1,250 hours, 
or thiee fifths of one cent (3-5c) per hour, per lamp. (See 
Table No 14.) 

In regard to our heating and ventilating system; there can 
be no doubt of its ability to perform all that was anticipated 
from it, but our experience has shown that some radical defects 
exist, that will always prevent the satisfactory operating of the 
plant, except, at the maximum cost, both as to fuel and wear and 
tear of machinery; As stated in my last report, I believe that 
the heatiag battery and fans are placed too far from the source 
of the steam, that in conveying the steam to. the plant, consid- 
erable loss is sustained through radiatión and condensation. 
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When the whole heating plant is in operation, the large amount 
of hot water returning from all the radiators, pipes, ete.. 
throughout the Asylum should be so controlled, as to take from 
it all of 1ts heat, before it leaves the buildings. 

Another matter connected with this, and one that ap- 
pears to me to be the source of greatest defect, in the working 
of the heating plant, from an economie point of view, is the 
large size of the air duct under the buildings. When this duct 
becomes filled with dead air. (and this always occurs shortly 
after the fans are stopped.) it requires a long time. and the 
expenditure of a large amount of coal, before the warm air can 
be forced through the ducts and flues to the various wards. The 
defect seems to be in lack of means to confine the heated air 
and convey it direct into the openings of the flues, thus driving 
out the cushion of cold air that is invariably present in them. 
The larger size of the air ducts tends to promote eddies and 
swirles of air when the fans are running, and only a flue, here 
und there, receives and transmits hot air, while in other flues, 
the current is reversed, through suction produced by the ed- 
dies, and they actuall y deliver cold am into the duct from the 
floors above, instead of delivering heated air to those floors. 
I helieve if this matter was remedied it would save quite a far σο 
per cent. of the coal bill, and save wear and tear on machinery, 
In very cold weather, the machinery has to be pushed to its 
greatest capacity to obtain satisfactory results; this means 
short life to machinery, and liability to accidents. I would 
suggest that the air duct be narrowed down, by the placing of 
two division walls, the whole length of the air duct, thus en- 
closing the mouths or openings of the hot air flues on both 
sides of the duct, and arranging it so that the heated air would 
be driven along between the walls as suggested and side walls 
of duct. The heated air would then have only the stagnant 
air, in the narrowed space to displace, and would be conveyed 
direct to the mouths of the flues—leaving the large area of 
dead air in the centre of the duct undisturbed. I am confident 
that che remedying of this matter would be a source of consider- 
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able saving to the institution, and a very much more satis- 
factory result would accrue from the operating of the system. 
As the matter stands, the heating system does not give the sat- 
isfactory resalts that it should do, except at too great a cost 
We have for three years, devoted considerable of trme and labor 
lo remedying smaller defects, as they became apparent, and have 
made a number of minor changes, that have cost but httle, yet 
have heen the means of saving fuel. These needed changes 
that I have at this time brought to your notice. can only be 
made at a considerable cost yet, I believe it would be in the 
interest of economy and the comfort ot the inmates of the 
Asylum if they could be remedied before another winter 
comes. 

The water supply of the Asylum is ample, and satisfactory 
jn every respect ; 

The fire department is now fully equipped. We have added 
to the facilities for fighting fire (should such a mistortune oc- 
cur) by placing upon the ridges of the buildings, “running 
boards”, also short ladders from ridge to gable, thus enabling 
the firemen to go quickly from any one part of the roof of 
buildings to another, (without being obliged to descend to the 
ground) and tozget a stream of water upon any desired spot 
with little delay. and but little rick. 

In forme: reports, I have called the Bouid's attention to 
the insufficient storage capacity of our old ice house, and its de- 
lapidated condition; the Asylum needs a new ice house with 
sufficient capacity to store at least three hundred (300) tons of 
ive Last year we ran short; this year we supplemented the ice 
hous. bv storing an additional amount in a temporary struet- 
ure, erected on tbe west side of the root house. By using the 
additional supply first, we have thus had a sufficiency for this 
year, but ıt is a wasteful method of storage An ice house ot 
the capacity needed, could be built for about five hundred 
dollars. : 


I would suggest to the Board that they ask for an approp- | 


riation for the purchase of more furniture for the convalescent 
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wards, to make the rooms more home-like and comfortable. 
This can be done at no great expense, by the purchase of, say, 
fifty small bureaus, washstands and chairs, these to be placed 
in the rooms of the quiet and befter class of patients, giving 
them a place to store their clothing and little private belongings, 
affording them a looking glass, comb and brush for their indi- 
vidual use. All this would add greatly to the comfort of those 
patients who could appreciate it, and would be in many cases a 
help towards their recovery. The class of furniture mentioned, 
is manufactured in the east, especially for institution use, and 
can be obtained at very low figures, shipped ‘-knocked down,” 
to he put together by our own carpenter and assistants. 

1 have collected, as Medical Superintendent, from private 
patients and other sources, during the past year, $2,194.76; 
this bas been paid into the treasury of the Asylum, and the 
Treasurer's receipts taken therefor. 

The increase in the permanent population of the Asylum 
during the past two years has been only twenty-eight (28); the 
inerease was considerable less than was anticipated. Placing the 
figures for the next two years. at a small ratio of increase, we 
may expect to have a permanent population of two hundred and 
fifty (250). by the end of thenext two years. This would indi- 
cate an average daily attendance of about two hundred and 
thirty-five (235) patients to provide for during the next biennial 
period. Upon that basis I present this estimate to the Board for 
their approval I believe the cost of care and treatment can be 
reduced to three dollars and a half ($3.50) per week, per capita, 
provided that nothing he charged to care and treatment account 
that does not strictly and legitimately belong to it. 

Figuring for two hundred and thirty-five patients, for one 
year, at three dollars and fifty cents per week, per capita, 
amounts to forty-two thousand seven hundred and seventy dol- 
lars ($42, 770.00.) 

A further sum should be asked for, to keep the buildings 
in repair, that they may not deteriorate; for payment of insur- 
ance premiums, and many other items that could not be justly 
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Charged to care and treatment. The sum for these purposes 
should be four thousand dollars ($4,000. 00.) 

I summarize here the amount that I believe will be neces- 
sary to maintain the patients. and to pay for their care and 
treatment; to keep the buildings in repair; and for other ex- 
penses und needed improvements.
